The Americana, it was learned,

DIET AND HEALTH 


Gout, the Forgotten Disease 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
GOUT has been called “the for­ 
gotten disease” because, though it 
was fully described more than 260 
years ago by an English physi­ 
cian, it is frequently not recog­ 
nized when it appears today. And 
it does occur though, perhaps, less 
often than in former years. 
Gout was formerly thought to 
be an affliction of those who lived 
too well and the painful, gouty 
foot was always associated with 
the British squire, who ate three 
good meat meals a day and washed 
them down with vintage port. 
Definite Symptoms 
Today, we realize that the exact 
cause of gout is still unknown. Its 
symptoms, however, are well-de­ 
fined. It most often begins sudden­ 
ly and usually, but not always, 
starts with a moderate pain in th# 
joinPef the big toe. 
Very soon, the joint becomes 
swollen and so tender than even 
the pressure of a sheet is intoler­ 
able. 
Dr. Joseph P. McCracken and 
his co-workers of Bolton have 
studied IOO patients with gout. Of 
this group, 91 wert men and 9 
were women. About half were of 
native American parentage; 15 
were Jewish, and 12 Italian. The 
age of the patients at the begin­ 
ning of the first attack varied from 
19 to 73 years. Apparently the 
disease does not run in families. 
The diets of the patients were 
studied to determine if the food 
eaten might have been a factor in 
producing the disorder. However, 
in the majority of instances the 
patients did not overeat nor did 
they take any particular food in 
excess. The same was true con­ 
cerning the use of alcoholic bev­ 


erages. About half of the patients 
were overweight. 
There would appear to be a 
number of things which seem to 
bring on the symptoms of gout, 
such as excessive walking, injuries 
to the foot and respiratory infec­ 
tions. 
Big Toe Joint 
While gout usually attacks the 
big toe joint it n ay also affect 
other toes, the ankle, foot, knee, 
wrist, hands, fingers, elbows, and 
toes. In gout, small collections of 
sodium urate may be deposited 
under the skin, particularly i.t the 
ear. These are known as tophi and 
feel like little Iiard lumps. They 
also may be found in other part* 
of the body such as the fingers, 
feet, and legs. 
In the fir«t attack of gout, there 
is a rise in the amount of a waste 
material known as uric acid in the 
blood. However, as time passes, 
the uric acid content of the blood 
usually returns to normal. 
The one drug which seems to 
bring prompt relief from gout is 
a preparation known as colchicum. 
When it is given, the pain usually 
disappears in from 12 to 24 hours. 
Another drug known as cincho­ 
phen is also useful in this con­ 
dition. 
Persons with gout are also ad­ 
vised as a rule to reduce in the 
diet those foods which may lead 
to the formation of uric acid. I 
have outlined some suggestions 
for such s diet, and I shall be glad 
to send this information to all 
those desiring it, to aid them in 
following their physician’s advice. 
A self-addressed envelope should 
be enclosed. 
Of course, gout should always 
be treated under the directions of 
the physician who will prescribe 
the proper preparations.
